It is tunforttuiately true that many collectors donH 
seek out old radio transcriptions, for the very good 
reason that many can't handle the big 16-inch discs-*.- 
and they're what most people think of when the word 
"transcription" comes up in conversation* No record 
changer will accomodate the biggies* and relatively few 
manual turntables can, either. 

JJot all transcriptions were 16 inches in diameter 
in the early days ojfthe 2a te 1920* s snd early 30* s* 

Indeed, the first radio transcriptions produced 

and here I allude to the syndicated recordings of 
the w AtnoB *n Andy" radio series- — were 12-inch 78 
rprn discs* playable on any home phonograph* The 
series was launched on Knrch 19* 1926* being broad- 
cast live from WKAQ in Chicago and carried via the 
records on other stations* WMAQ began using the 
records on April 28* 1929. and continued to do so 
until the series was taken up by ITBC on August 19th 
of that year. That was the end of the syndication 
via records scheme— -what was described by Cor roll 
and Gosden as their *chainles- L : chain 11 . 

The "Amos 'n Andy* 1 broadcast records are as rare 
as if not rarer than Marsh labs 1 Autograph records* 
Presumably this was because the records, once broad- 
cast , had either to be returned to the transcrip tion 
p roducer or (what se^ms more probable) destroyed. At 
this writing* not more than 15 or 16 of the Marsh 
reco rds are known to exist, and thre^ of these re- 
main undocumented* Two others bear 3~digit master 
numbers prefixed "ITR", and these are probably 
recorded and fre^sed by Brunswick. 

I am indebted to Dr* Kicheel J&el of Mor ahead, Ky # , 
for the information about the "Amos *n Andy" discs and 
the master numbers of one of the Marsh discs and the 
dope on the two presumed Bruns wicks, which will not be 
quoted here, as this article is devoted to Marsh la be 1 
transcriptions. For that matter, this column was con- 
ceived original"^ as a simple takeout on the 12-inch 
3? 1/3 rpm "Allied Broadcast Circuit" discs, but after 
ye ed sug-ested this, I decided to flesh It out with 
as much as I'd been able to accumulate on other Marsh 
radio reco r dings* Accordingly, here 1b a list of the 
known Marsh labs "Amos *n Andjt n records* The first, ex- 
amined and documented by Kike Biel, bears master num- 
bers 49/+9~lA950»2 „ The episode number is not given, 
but is very probably an early one, as It describes the

There has been an association between the U.S. and Australian record marks Is since ! he 
earliest days of the record industry. 

Prior to 1 925, when the manufacture of disc records began in Australia, all records sold were 
imported and virtually ali labels produced anywhere in the world found their way here at one time 
or another, Tho major suppliers were, of course, British manufacturers. However, Canada, 
Germany and the U.S. were also significant sources of imports. 

Most pro-1 925 U.S, labels were also sold in Australia (I once found a Black Swan record here!) 
with the exception of labels which only had limited distribution even in the US. - such as dlme- 
siore labels, discs sold in the U.S. by mail-order only, elc. As a result some U.S. labels are 
still reasonably commonly found in Australia even today - for example Brunswick, Gennett, 
Emerson, Lincoln, Grey Gulf, Banner, Domino. 

Labels which had established British outlets usually appeared here via the equivalent British 
label. For example, Victor recordings most commonly appear on the HMV or Zonophone labels. 
However, it was possible to order the Victor rssue of any title which had not already been issued 
on HMV by the same artist. This practice apparently continued even after HMV records began to 
be produced in Australia in the mitM920's. 

Some U.S. labels could not be sold in Australia due to copyright restrictions. For example, Regal 
was a registered trademark of the British Columbia company so U.S. Regal records when sold 
here had to have the iabel name covered by a sticker which changed the label name to Amfonoia 
Fossey's or some oiher name according to the ouliet which distributed them. Some U.S. Regals 
were imported here with a Banner label glued over the original Regal label At fiist sight these 
look just like the usual Banner records which were also sold here - until closer inspection shows 
thai the Banner label shows the original Regal 9000 series catalog number {and tne original 
Regal artist credit such as Regal Dance Orchestra, Regal Jazz Syncopators, etc.!) Also Victor 
records sold in Australia usually have the 'Nipper" emblem scratched out as that is an HMV 
trademark here! 

Large scale imports stopped after the establishment of local record pressing plants by Brunswick. 
Columbia, HMV & Vocalion between 1925 and 1927. 

Just as the local record industry was getting established occurred one of the most interesting 
chapters tn the connection between the U.S, and Australian records ndustries. This was the 
production in the U.S. of a number of record labels for export to the Australian market. These 
labels seem to have been produced at the request of specific outlets who wanted to have their 
own label. 

The labels produced were Beeda, Ciarite, Bon March© & Dahimont. All were produced by Plaza 
Record Co., although none state this on the label.
